Inc.. announced state 
ment requests were mailed to’ 


5.981 businesses in San Ber- 
nardino County. 
He said figures obtained 


from a physical count of the 
Dun & Bradstreet Reference 
Book for January, 1963 totaled 
5,981 manufacturers, wholesa- 
jers, and retailers in this ar- 
ea, as compared with 5,591 in 
January, 1958 — an increese
